AN ATTACK ON A NOVEL 


THE REV. MR. GUNSAULUS ASSAILS 
“ROBERT ELSMERE.” 
Plymouth Church Crowded with a Brill- 
lant Audience That Assembied to Hear 
the Clergyman’s Criticism of the Book 
— The Speaker Concedes the Art Em- 
ployed in the Construction of the Work 
and Then Proceeds to Analyze the Prin- 

cipal Character. 

“Robert Eismere” has found a reviewer 
who thoroughly appreciates but is not blinded 
by the splendid art of Mrs. Humphrey Ward, 
the niece of Matthew Arnoid. He is a critic 
whose scholarly attainments, eloquence, and 
earnestness of purpose are well known to 
the best people of Chicago. It is donbtful if 
he ever applied himself toa task with greater 
enthusiasm than he did to preparations for 
the arraignment of Robert Elsmere be- 
fore the congregation of Plymouth Church— 
for the reviewer spoxen of is none other 
than the Rev. Frank Gunsaulus. The an- 


nouncement that this now famous attack 


on orthodoxy in the shape of the most 
brilliant novel of the time was to be 
the subject of last evening’s discourse 
created extraordinary interest wherever Mr. 
Gunsaulus is known. Before the voluntary 
began the spacious auditorium of Piymouth 
Church was. paches with people from all 
parts of Chicago’ and the suburbs. The 
aisles were filled with chairs and the space 
back of the pews was.all occupied. Ladies 
and gentlemen sat on the altar steps. The 
small galleries branching out from the 
organ loft were filled to overflow 
ing. There could not have been 
fewer than 2,000 persons present, and they 
were all of the class from which come the 
readers of “Sartor Resartus,” Romola,“ 
and Robert Elsmere.“ No orator in Amer 
ica could wish for a finer audience. 

The stenographer could not adequately re- 
port Mr. Gunsaulus’ fiery utterances under 
ordinary circumstances; last night, with 
„Robert Elsmere the subject—and the pas- 
tor permeated with it through and through— 
his pencil would have been laid down in de- 
spair. 

_ A TRIBUTE TO THE AUTHOR'S ART. 

The pastor came unprovided with a line of 
manuscript. A copy of the famous novel lay 
on the pulpit. The substance of the defense 
of the “old, old story,” the acknowled nt 
of Mrs. Humphrey Waru's art, and the Yo 
nunciation of the doctrine of bare negation 
which the novel preached, and to which the 
audience hstened almost breathiess for an 
hour and a half, is here given. 

„Robert Elsmere, Mr. Gunsaulus began, 
plunging into his subject without any preface 
or apology. is the longest and most elaborate 
attempt in the shape of a novel to discredit 
the ‘old, old story.’ It appears just now 
with great advantages. It appears with a 
wonderfully strong woman behind it—a 
woman of such matchless attainments that 
her equal has not been seen since the time 
of George Eliot. To the structure of 
her story she has added all the har- 
mony of color and sound that fluent 
fancy and spiendid learning can supply. Ev- 
ery page is adorned with peerless flowers of 
rhetoric; all the arts are drawn on, all the pow- 
ers of human attainment seem to have been at 
her bidding when she had work to perform. 
Music, sculpture, painting, architecture—ali 
the civilized world of ancient and modern 
times pays its tribute to beautify 
her pages. Pages of history which are un- 
known to most women flow with the ink 
from her pen. Ali the volume of music that

and blossoms of her art to compensate and 


carry us on eagerly to the end.“ 


THE ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Gunsaulus deciares that the doctrine 
of Robert Elsmere is preached at a 
time when men are most ready and best 
prepared to receive it. Robert Elsmere 
takes hold of men with an almost fatal grasp. 
Its success lies half in the fact that in so 
many localities the armor of orthodoxy has 
become rusty from disuse. But there are 
fatal defects to be seen in the argument 
when it is divested of the giamour of the art 
surrounding it. It is a structure cre- 
ated by a mighty intellect on a foun- 
dation which is never recognized in the 
human heart. It 1s a negative argument 
throughout. It is always analytical, never 
synthetical; itis forever tearing down and 
never building up. It is wholly negative. It 
contains no echo of Sartor Resartus.“ nor 
any of the genius and womanly sympathy of 
the author of “Adam Bede.” In contem- 
plating Robert Elsmere” the spectator’s 
eyes are filled with chips and dust 
from the chisel of the sculptor. The 
processes by which the magnificent results 
are all achieved are plainly revealed. The art 
of George Eliot is forgotten in the beautiful 
symmetry and simplicity of the completed 
work. She appeais to the heart. 

ELSMERE’S CHARACTER. 

“The story might have been shortened by 
a hundred pages. We have traveled with 
these people until our legs are tired 
and we are conscious that there is 
something we most wished to know 
that has not been said. The author of this 
book is a niece of Matthew Arnold, and 
„Robert Elsmere “ gives his finest view of re- 
ligion. This young man, Robert Elsmere, is 
the embodiment of analysis. He is always 
tearing asunder—never bringing together. 
He telis his mother that he cannot under- 
stand why he dislikes things he dislikes 
so much more than he likes things 
he likes. It is ali Mr. There is 
none of the great YEA to be 
found in Sartor Resartus.’ This is why 
George Macdonald’s ‘Robert Falconer,’ 
while possessing not a tithe of the art and 
learning massea in ‘* Robert Elsmere,’ is im- 
measurably superior to it m the hold it 
takes upon the heart. 

THE HERO’S EFFORT. 

„The story is not a great work. One is half 
disgustea with the ease with which Robert 
gives things up. How much did Rob- 
ert have before he began to 
give up? The author had evidently 
not dared to place on her stage one who had 
ever experienced evangelical Christianity. 
Robert Elsmere ail through this book makes 
a tremendous effort not to give up something 
which he never possessed. It is a begging 
of the question throughout. Except for the 
living there is in it one cannot conceive of 
Robert Elsmere going into the ministry. 
Why did not Mrs. Humphrey Ward place 
Thomas Arnold of Rugby on her platform ana 
present us with a character who had some- 
thing to give up? Why did she not present 
the character of Thomas Chalmers? Before 
he had begun his theatrical struggle Robert 
Elsmere had been filled with the analytical 
spirit by the lazy scholar, Langham. The 
result is an argument utterly at variance 
with history. Tne best ages of the world 
were synthetic ages, which brought 
things together instead of tearing them 
asunder. There is in the whole work no 
genial representative of modern orthodoxy. 
Katherine is a Puritan who might have been 
taken unchanged from Cromwell’s time. 
Yet she was the only noble character in tne 
book. Robert Eismere was forever giving 
something up which he had never 
There 18 a truth, and it is contained in the 
words: Blessed are the poor in heart, for 
they shall see God.“ Ia man who has not 
got this truth within him and wants to deny 
it, what do I care for that man?

MANITOBA’S LATEST WAR 


A Collision Expected Today at the Provin- 

cial Railroad Crossing. 

Winniree, Man., Oct. 21.—[Special. |—Ev- 
thing is quiet here to-night. The track-lay- 
ing on the Portage line is within 200 yards of 
the crossing, and will be up to the point of the 
trouble tomorrow. The Provincial authori- 
ties will probably endeavor to force a cross- 
ing early this week, and in order to prevent 
it there is a train-load of 800 Canadian 
Pacific Railway men blocking the track. 
There are two gangs, who relieve 
one another every twelve hours, and they 
are in constant communication with the 
Canadian Pacific authorities. All the mili- 
tary forces in District No. 10 have been or- 
dered to hoid themselves in readiness. The 
force comprises the Nmetieth and Ninety- 
first Battalions of militia, numbering 300 
men; tue cavalry troops, fifty strong; the 
Winnipeg Field Battery, fifty strong; and 
the Mounted Infantry School, 100 strong. 
The latter is the only force on which they 
can rely. The others are militia, ana their 
sympathies are with the province, 

Orrawa, Ont., Oct. 21.--The Militia Depart- 
ment has been notified of a proposal of the 
Magistrates at Winnipeg to call out troops to 
quell a threatened outbreak at the crossing 
near Winnipeg where the Portage extension 
of the Red River Valley Railway crosses the 
Canadian Pacific tracks, Sir John Macdon- 
ald visited Montreal Friday, presumably to 
confer with the Canadian Pacitic officials.

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‘AGAIN IN HIS DOMINION. 
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THE RETURN OF EMPEROR WILLIAM 
TO POTSDAM, 

Crowds of People Greet the Imperial Trav- 
eler at the Station, Which Is Gayly De- 
orated—An Italian Newspaper Says He 
Smokes Cigarettes with Opluni in Them 
London Referees“ Spiteful Remarks 
at the Failure of the “Yeomen of the 
Guard” in America. 

SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 
(Copyright, 1888, by James Gordon Bennett.) 

Berry, Oct. 21.— The German Emperor ar- 
rived this morning at Drewitz, the same sta- 
tion on the Berlin & Wetzbiar Railway at 
which his grandfather and father have so 
often alighted when returning from abroad 
to their Potsdam residences. He looked more 
sunburnt than ever and perhaps a little 
fatigued from his long journey, but seemed 
perfectly well. The station was gayly deco- 
rated with flowers and garlands, and stand- 
ing there as a voluntary guard of honor were 
many Potsdamers and Berliners. 

On the train steaming into the station the 
Emperor appeared at the window and cast 
eagle glances right and left, A happy smile 
lit up his grave face when he saw his con- 
sort waving her handkerchief from her car- 
riage. The Emperor then briskly alighted, 
and on his reaching the Empress their Majes- 
ties kissed each other repeatedly, amid the 
cheers of the large crowd, The first ques- 
tion put by the Emperor to his consort was, 
How are the boys“ which was answered 
with a hearty and audible “Ali well.“ Two 
little girls handed splendid bouquets to the 
Emperor, who graciously thanked and ca- 
ressed them. 

After a few words with Count Bismarck, 
the chiefs of the military and civil cabinets, 
and other high personages who were pres- 
ent, his Majesty took his seat by the side of 
the Empress in the carriage, which his 
elder sons had profusely decorated with 
flowers, and drove to the marble palace. On 
reaching the marole palace he found five 
blonde-haired Princes waiting to welcome 
their father, with them being his Majesty's 
mother, the Kaiserinn Frederick, and his sis- 
ters, Princess Victoria, Sophia, and Mar- 


} garethe ot Prussia. From the surrounding 


country numbers of people had flocked to 
witness the arrival of his Majesty. 

The suite continued their journey to Ber- 
lin. The Empress Frederick soon after- 
wards, with the three younger Princesses, 
went to Bornstedt Church to attend a service 
in memory of her late consort. The Emperor 
himself commenced work almost immediate- 
ly and continued occupied with various State 
affairs until dinner, which he took with the 
Empress, his five sons, and Prince Leopold.

Generally Believed to Be a Suicide from 
Financial Embarrassment. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 21.—[Special.|—The 
death of Col. R. M. Pulsifer has been the 
theme of conversation today. That it was a 
case of suicide is now largely believed, and 
the cause of the act financial embarrassment. 
This, however, continues to be denied by the 
attendants. The number of concerns in 
which he was interested is only just begin- 
ning to be known. Aside from his news- 
paper he served as a director of the Commer- 
cial Bank, of the Boston Safe Deposit & 
Trust Company, of several mining and rail- 
road companies, besides other financial 
institutions, and was President of the 
Marietta & Georgia Railroad, in which 
corporation he was largely interested; 
President of the Mexican Pulque Company, 
and President of the Winona Paper Company 
of Holyoxe, Mass. In 1869 when the New 
Engiand Associated Press was organized he 
became its Secretary, and in that capacity he 
servea until his recent retirement from 
active newspaper work. With Gov. Talbot 
he had been associated in the business of the 
Commonwealth Bank and the Safe Deposit 
Company, and by Gov. Talbot he was given 
the title of Colonel, being made a member of 
his staff.

The 
printing contracts which the company has 
made are continually on the increase, and to 
all appearances the business has been of the 
most prosperous nature. Such a heavy busi- 
ness required a large amount of ready capital 


to secure its completion, tor the company had 


a working force of 400 people, and the other 
expenses were correspondingly large. The 
amount of ready capital necessary was lack- 
ing, and yesterday the firm saw itself sur- 
rounded with obligations amounting to $140,- 
000, of which $12,000 came due yesterday. 
This amount included the week’s wages due 
the help. It was impossibie to raise this 
money. The assignment was made then in 
pursuance to the advice of ex-Gov. Rice and 
Charles M. Ciapp, counsel for the com- 
pany. An unsuccessful effort had been made 
to raise the required capital by a mortgage. 
Mr. Bradlee, the assignee, expressed the 
hope that the company would tide over its 
aifficuities. The business, he said, would be 
continued as before, and the workmen would 
not lose through what had happened. He 
did not think that the creditors would force 
the firm into insolvency.

A REMARKABLE PETITION. 


People Want Decatur, Ala., Destroyed to 
Prevent the Return of Yellow-Fever. 

BirnMINncuaM, Ala., Oct. 21.—J. T. Wilson of 
this city will present a remarkable petition 
to the next Alabama Legislature, and will in 
person urge its consideration. He will ask 
the Legisiature to drain a large pond which 
now exists about one mile from Decatur, 
Aia., and if the pond cannot be drained he 
prays that the town be destroyed. 

The petition will ask that a competent en- 
gineer examine the pond, and if he finds that 


the water cannot be carried off and the place 


dried, then the Legislature is petitioned to 
purchase all private property in Decatur, 
move the people away, revoke the charter, 
and destroy the town. : 

Mr. Wilson, in his petition, will set forth 
that the existence of yellow-fever in Decatur 
is due to local causes, of which the pond in 
question 1s the principal one, and that epi- 
demic may be expected again and again until 
all local causes are removed, 

If these epidemics aré to continue, he 
argues that it will be good and sound busi- 
ness policy for the State to purchase the town 
and destroy it. He will attempt to s + by 
estimates, with which he is now pre that 
yellow-fever at Decatur and the consequent 
shotgun quarantine willin five years cost 
the people of the State much more Man all 
the property in the town is worth. He urges 
further that unless the dangerous pond can 
be drained the town will be a constant men- 
ace to the health of the entire State.

In contem- 
plating Robert Eismere” the spectator’s 
eyes are filled with chips and dust 
from the chisel of the sculptor. * The 
processes by which the magnificent results 
are all achieved are plainly revealed. The art 
of George Eliot is forgotten in the beautiful 
symmetry and simplicity of the completed 
work.

ELSMERE’S CHARACTER, 

„% The story might have been shortened by 
a hundred pages. We have traveied with 
these people until our legs are tired 
and we are conscious that there is 
something we most wished to know 
that has not been said. The author of this 
book is a niece of Matthew Arnold, and 
„Robert Elsmere “ gives his finest view of re- 
ligion. This young man, Robert Elsmere, is 
the embodiment of analysis. He is always 
tearing asunder—never bringing together. 
He telis his mother that he cannot under- 
stand why he dislikes things he dislikes 
so much more than he likes things 
he likes. It is all Nay. There is 
none of the great YEA to be 
found in ‘Sartor Resartus.’

MANITOBA’S LATEST WAR.

cial Railroad Crossing. 

WIXXIr IO, Man., Oct. 21.—(Special. |—Ev- 
thing is quiet here to-night. The track-lay- 
ing on the Portage line is within 200 yards of 
the crossing, and will be up to the point of the 
trouble tomorrow. The Provincial authori- 
ties will probably endeavor to force a cross- 
ing early this week, and in order to prevent 
it there is a train-load of 300 Canadian 
Pacific Railway men blocking the track. 
There are two gangs, who relieve 
one another every twelve hours, and they 
are in constant communication with the 
Canadian Pacific authorities.

Berwin, Oct. 21.— The German Emperor ar- 
rived this morning at Drewitz, the same sta- 
tion on the Berlin & Wetzbiar Railway at 
which his grandfather and father have so 
often alighted when returning from abroad 
to their Potsdam residences. He looked more 
sunburnt than ever and perhaps a little 
fatigued from his long journey, but seemed 


| perfectly well. The station was gayly deco- 


rated with flowers and garlands, and stand- 
ing there as a voluntary guard of honor were 
many Potedamers and Berliners. 

On the train steaming into the station the 
Emperor appeared at the window and cast 
eagle glances right and left. A happy smile 
lit up his grave face when he saw his con- 
sort waving her handkerchief from her car- 
riage. The Emperor then briskly alighted, 
and on his reaching the Empress their Majes- 
ties kissed each other repeatedly, amid the 
cheers of the large crowd. The first ques- 
tion put by the Emperor to his consort was, 
How are the boys?’ which was answered 
with a hearty and audible Ali well.“ Two 
little girls handed splendid bouquets to the 
Emperor, who graciously thanked and ca- 
ressed them. 

After a few words with Count Bismarck, 
the chiefs of the military and civil cabinets, 
and other high personages who were pres- 
ent, his Majesty took his seat by the side of 
the Empress in the carriage, which his 
elder sons had profusely decorated with 
flowers, and drove to the marble palace. On 
reaching the mardle palace he found five 
blonde-haired Princes waiting to welcome 
their father, with them being his Majesty's 
mother, the Kaiserinn Frederick, and his sis- 
ters, Princess Victoria, Sophia, and Mar- 


. garethe ot Prussia. From the surrounding 


country numbers of people had flocked to 
witness the arrival of his Majesty.

John C. Rand, who had been President, with- 
drew soins into another company. Moses 
King, Secretary, also started an independent 
venture. The liabilities are placea at $150,000 
and the assets at $450,000. | 

The explanation of the embarrassment is a 
singular one. The firm. has been doing a 
large business, it is said, and its profits have 
been large in proportion. During the last 
nine months a sum of money amounting to 
not less than 848, 000 has been cleared, and at 
the present time the concern has so much 
work on hand that if its price was paid in 
advance the receipts would settle all the 
debts and leave a large surplus besides. The 
printing contracts which the company has 
made are continually on the in 
all appearances the business has been of the 
mos? prosperous nature. Such a heavy busi- 
ness required a large amount of ready capital 
to secure its compleuon, tor the company had 
a working force of 400 people, and the other 
expenses were correspondingly large. The 
amount of ready capital necessary was lack- 
ing, and yesterday the firm saw itself sur- 
rounded with obligations amounting to $140,- 
000, of which $12,000 came due yesterday. 
This amount included the week’s wages due 
the help. It was impossibie to raise this 
money. The assignment was made then in 
pursuance to the advice of 8 Rice and 
Charles M. Ciapp, counsel for the com- 
pany. An unsuccessful effort had been made 
to raise the required capital by a mortgage. 
Mr. Bradlee, the assignee, expressed the 
hope that the company would tide over its 
difficulties. The busmess, he said, would be 
continued as before, and tne workmen would 
not lose through what had happened. He 
did not think that the creditors would force 
the firm into insolvency. 

The house has no connection with Rand., 
McNally & Co. of Chicago, and no other 
branches are believed to be involved in the 
difficulty. The Rand-Avery Company is one 
of the largest printing and publishing 
houses in New Engiand. The firm was 
originally Rand & Avery, and about two 
years ago additional partners were taken in, 
when the change. in name was made. For 
several years they had the contract for the 
State printing, and they have published 
many books by prominent writers.

posed that Rand, McNally & Go, of this city 
were interested in the tern ‘house.

PLEASONTON REINSTATED. 


The Old Cavairy Leader Restored ta the 
Army With the Rank of Major. 

Wasninerton, D. C., Oct. 19.—-Thne Presi- 
dent today approved the act authorizing him 
to appoint Alfred Pieasonton a Major in the 
army and placing him on the retired list 
with that rank and grade. Subsequently the 
President sent the nomination to the Senate, 
and that body promptly confirmed it. 

Gen. Alfred Pile asonton is a native of the 
District of Columbia. He was graduated 
from the West Point Military Academy in. 


June, 1844, standing seventh in his class. 


He entered the cavairy branch of the army 
and saw hard service during the Mexican 
War. During the Rebellion he early made 
his mark, and in July, 1862, was commis- 
sioned Brigadier General of Volunteers, 
being subsequently promoted to Major Gen- 
eral. He remained in command of a large 
force of cavalry throughout the war, operat- 
ing in Virginia, Maryland, and Missouri.

im.] 

He was the ablest cavalry commander the 
Potomac had until Gen. Sheridan superseded 
him. He was then transferred to Missouri, 
where he smote the Rebels hip and thigh, 
winning several decisive battles. He was a 
natural born cavalryman, full of dash and 
daring, united to abilities of a high order. 

After the war closed Pleasonton resigned, 
as he found his relative rank and position in 
the army to be lower than that which he had 
held before the war. He had been an old 
army comrade of Gen. Grant, and during 
the war they became warm personal friends. 
After Grant’s inauguration as President he 
made Pieasonton Collector of Internal Rey- 
enue for the Fourth District of New York, 
and in December, 1870, he appointed him 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue. Gen. 
Pleasonton, however, did not get along suc- 
cessfully in the Internal Revenue office. He 

became involved in a bitter contro- 
versy with Secretary of the Treasury Bout- 
well, who claimed the right to review and 
reverse his decisions, which the Commission- 
er denied. The dispute at last became so 
bitter that President Grant nnally interfered, 
and in August, 1871, requested Gen, Pleason- 
ton to resign. This the latter refused to do, 
whereupon he was formally suspended under 
the provisions of the Tenure ef Office act, 

Soon after his removal from office Gen. 
Pleasonton applied for restoration to the 
army, and his a was before Con- 
gress for years before it was favorably acted 
upon. For several years past he has been in 
broken health and has been living in poverty 
in Washington. Gen. Rleasonton’s record as 
@ soldier amply warranted the action which 
has at last been taken. He was one of the 
most gallant and efficient soldiers in the 
Union army throughout the war, and partici- 
pated in 105 different engagements, but was 
never wounded.

Over $87,000,000 Governments Redeemed 
Under the Oircular of April 17. 
Wasuineton, D, C., Oct. 20.—The surplus 
in the Treasury today at the close of business 
was $72,835,829, against $88,024,291 Oct. 13, and 
$02,853,757 Oct. 6. Since Oct. 13 the Treasury 
Department has purchased $2,783,300 of bonds 
as against $21,172,750 the week previous: 
During the present week no purchases of 4s 
were made, though upward of $6,000,000, 
at the figures ranging from 127% to 130, 
were offered. No 46 at any figure have 
been purchased since Oct. 11. Up to date 
the Government has purchased, un- 
der the circular of April 17, $87,454,050 of 
bonds, of which $51,392,000 were 4s and $36,- 
062,050 were 4% These bonds cost $104,- 
905,644.

SOWING THE SEED OF DISEASE. 


Dr. Thomas Delivers a Lecture on the 
Causes of Pulmonary Consumption. 

Dr. Homer M. Thomas, in his lecture be- 
fore the Polytechnic Society yesterday on 
“Pulmonary Consumption,” said the disease 
made itself manifest in persons between the 
ages of 18 and 35, and that in many cases it 
was favored by modern modes of living. Im- 


prudence in dress, tight lacing, and neglected 
colds made tuberculosis and consumption 
possible. Particularly was this true of Chi- 
cago owing to the sudden changes of winds 
and temperature. A southeast wind, the 
doctor was enervating and exhausting, 
which in nine months of the year is most 
fatal to victims of lung troubles. A con- 
tinued southwest wind produces dryness of 
the skin, drives the malaria from Mud Lake 
and the canal over the city, and is, next to 
the southeast wind, the most dangerous. 

A northeast wind was most injurious to 
catarrhal and pulmonary complaints in the 
winter time. Statistics showed that in min- 
ing and m industrial districts, where people 
lived in closely inhabited houses, consump 
tion was most prevalent. it was rare that 
nomadic tribes and those en magricult- 
ural pursuits were victims to it, and it was 
well known that this was due to climatic in- 
fluences.

MR. BLAINE’S CHICAGO RECEPTION. 

The reception of Mr. Blaine Saturday 
evening at Battery D and the adjoming Cav- 
alry Armory, and in the streets en route 
from his hotel to the places of meeting, was 
a brilliant and most extraordinary demon- 
stration as well as a personal tribute such as 
no other man in tne United States could 
hope to receive. It marked the close of his 
Western campaigning trip not only with 
such an enthusiastic welcome as bespeaks 
the admiration and warm personal regard of 
the people of Chicago for him, but with such 
a demonstration as in all likelihood will not 
be matched in the future, either in spontane- 
ity or dimensions, and thus marks the crown- 
ing point of his political career. 

The reception was one of which any man, 
however high in rank, might well be proud. 


The two largest halls in the city, each capa- 


ble of holding from 7,000 to 8,000 people, were 
crammed to the doors. Michigan avenue, 


south to the reviewing stand, and the cross 


streets west to State street were solidly 
packed with those who failed to secure ad- 
mission. The street parade, large as it was, 
would have been stil) larger had it not been 
that so many marching Repubiicans knew if 
they took part in it they would lose all oppor- 
tunity for getting into either hall. The de- 
sire to see Mr. Blaine overcame the desire to 
appear in the parade. No other man in this 
country could have called out, on a oold, 
north wind night, such a vast, overwhelming, 
irrepressible, enthusiastic multitude, filied 
with but one idea that of expressing its ad- 
miration and personal regard for the great 
exponent and defender of American institu- 
tions and ideas—and held tens of thousands 
of men in that chilly air in front of his hotel 
till neariy midmght. 

Mr. Biaine’s speech was worthy of the 
occasion. It was the close of his Western 
trip. Heretofore he has devoted himseif to 
some one topic, such as the surplus or the 
tariff. Saturday evening he summed up 
tersely, vigorously, and incisively the various 
failures of the Democratic Administration to 
redeem its pledges. It was an indictment 
every count of which was clearly sustained 
by irrefragabie evidence. It was framed 
with all the circumstantiality and directness 
of a legal document. It bristled with facts 
and figures, and was addressed to the reason 
rather than to the emotions of his audience. 
It gave his hearers something to take home 
and reflect upon, to read over again the 
next day and think about. it was nota 
stump speech, but a strong, calm, logical 
statement addressed to thinking men, and as 
such formed a fitting close to his Western 
campaign. 

The indictment was in six counts. The 
President’s failure to reform the civil service 


| is 80 apparent that the speaker hardly needed 


to dwell upon it. A few pertinent instances, 
known to every oné, settled that question. 
In the matter of the fisheries he was equally 


| concise. Addressing a meeting called under 


the auspices of the veterans, he naturally 
dwelt more at length upon the President's 
vetoes of pensions and his abuse of the veto 
privilege, closing it with the pungent sen- 
tence: “Isubmit that the framers of the 
Constitution never intended to make the 
President a third legislative power with a 
vote that could override both the others.“ 
The injustice to Dakota was set forth 
in terms of glowing indignation, and 
the animus of the Democratic party 
in preventing her admission was 
pressed home with vigor. The strong- 
est count in the indictment was the arraign- 
ment of the Administration for designedly 
enlarging the surplus and then employing it 
as a loan to favorite banks without interest, 
discriminating in its deposit in favor of those 
localities where it woula be for the benefit of 
the political interests of the Administration. 
Lastly he arraigned the Administration for 
its deliberate attempt to destroy the protect- 
ive system of the country and to precipitate 
the ruin of American industry by the adop- 
tion of undisguised free trade. Mr. Blaine 
did not dwell upon the tariff question at any 
length. His already exhaustive discussion 
of it rendered it unnecessary. He has 
touched upon all of its features during his 
trip and probably will have more to say upon 
it before he reaches Boston; but in 
this connection it is due to him 
to say, what hitherto has not been 
said, and what our readers may not have ob- 
served, that in not one of his speeches since 
he landed in New York has he made any al- 
lusion to the McKinley-Kelley plank in the 
platform, with its unlimited protection and 
contingent destruction of the internal reve 
hue, showing plainly enough that he does 
not believe it represents the views of the 

publican party, that it was an error to in- 

) te it in the platform, and that it does 
not have his sancion. 

Whether Mr. Blaine shall appear in an- 
other Presidential campaign or not, he has 
received the highest honor that can be con- 
ferred upon an American citizen in the en- 
thusiastic demonstrations that have attended 
him upon this trip, and among them all not 
one has exceeded the Chicago reception. A 
higher or prouder tribute no man could de- 
sire. 


BASIS OF DEMOCRATIC HOPE IN MICHIGAN. 

The traveling correspondent of the New 
York Tunes (Mug.-Dem.), who is spying out 
the land for the comfort of ite Democratic 
readers, is now in Michigan and reports that 
the Republicans are in a panic, and that the

These examples of the different methods of 


raising money clearly illustrate not only the 


manner in which, contrary to law, the Fed- 
eral patronage is being used in the interests 
of Mr. Cleveland and the manner in which 
the postal service has been demoralized until 
t has become scandalous, but also the des- 
perate character of the Democratic situation.

The Bangor correspondent of the Lewiston 
(Me.) Journal has recently contributed to 
that paper a curious account of an election 
in Maine a few weeks ago which nad hither- 
t escaped publicity, although it was more 
fiercely contested than the State struggie be- 
tween tas two old parties and was character- 
ized by features which make it unique.

Once in two years the braves 
choose a Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, and 
Representatives to the Legislature, and the 
manner of their choosing is such as to con- 
vince this correspondent that the founders 
of Tammany Hali, who were noted political 
tricksters, made no mistake when they 
adopted the titles and methdds of the red 
man, for certainly he can give them all points 
in politics.”

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| bad one for business has met with a partial

this season and is but faintly ver- 
ified towards the close of the campaign. We 
are now within fifteen days of the final strug- 
gle at the polls, and the tide of electioneer- 
ing activity is at high flow, yet the volame 
of business is scarcely affected by tne fact. 
This is all the moreremarkable as the pres- 
ent canvass is one the issues of which bear 
more distinctively upon the prosperity of our 
manufacturing and commercial interests 
than have those of any other within the last 
quarter of a century. As expected to deter- 
mine the measure of protection that 
is to be accorded to American in- 
dustry for the near future, te re- 
sult might well be awaited with bated 
breath and a partial cessation of effort, but 
such hesitation is so limited in extent as to 
be hardly perceptible. The current of busi- 
ness has been recently disturbed, but it was 
by otner causes. The speculative excitements 
on the produce exchanges and in the stock 
market, with their attendant successes and 
financial disasters, the changes in the pros- 
pects of the railroads and in the tone of mor- 
cantile business in the different sections of 
the country, were and are mostly the out- 
growth of harvest conditions. It is the yield 
of our crops of grain, cotton, and other prod- 
ucts of the soil that forms the great cause of 
recent changes in the direction and volume 
of our prominent business activities. 

A blighting heat in summer in the North- 
west, followed by unusually early frosts, re- 
duced by nearly one-half the crop of spring 
wheat, and the winter grades are less than 
an average yield. This stimulated specu- 
lative” excitement, which carried prices so 
high asto cut off the export movément, re- 
duced the prospective value of railroads in 
the Northwest, enhanced the cost of the poor 
man's loaf, caused bankruptcy to several who 
nad unwisely bet the money of other people 
against the advance, and curtailed seriously 
the flow of merchandise to the impoverished 
territory. In corn a crop considerably ex- 
ceeding two thousand million bushels is 
now assured, being by far the biggest 
aggregate ever raised. This means a 
large carrying business for the rail- 
roads that lie in the corn belt, anda is 
believed to include also the ability to charge 
higher rates per ton both on the grain and 
the return flow of merchandise which the 
farmers will be enabled to buy in increased 
quantity in exchange for their cere al wealth. 
The partial failure of food crops in Western 
Europe assures an unusually active export 
demand for our corn, which is wanted ali the 
more as we have less wheat and flour to spare 
than formerly, and the abundance of corn 
also means a liberal fattening of live stock 
for our home and foreign markets. The yield 
of oats was an extraordinarily large one, and 
that of other crops good, with the single ex- 
doption of wheat. 

The recognition of these facts has caused 
@ return of speculative confidence in the 
values of such of the carrying properties as 
do not run through the section of wheat fail- 
ure and are not supposed to be controlled by 
infilpences adverse to the interest of the gen- 
eral stockholder, They would probably have 
shown more strength but for the fact that 
the period of dépression brought with it the 
withdrawal of large sums in the shape of 
trust funds, the managers of which took 
alarm at the menace of passed dividends. No 
small part of that retired capital ts still seek- 
ing investment elsewhere, and to this fact is 
largely due the present easy condition of the 
money market, tne offerings to loan it here 
having recently been in excess of the de- 
mand, though ‘Vast sums have been wanted 
and taken to aid in moving the crops. 
The addition of more than fifteen 
millon dollars to the circulation by Treasury 
disbursements during the week has aided to 
make money plentiful, and the smaliness of 
the stocks of, produce that are now being 
carried in storé in this city aids in the same 
iirection. Hence the abnormal cheapness of 
money for this time of the year is not an evi 
(lence of poor trade. Neither is it strange 
that rates of discount in Chicago and New 
York should be so near an equality, seeing 
the increased facilities for the transfer of 
joanable evidences of capital between the 
Kast and the West, and remembering that 
no much of the trust tunds above referred to 
lave been sent here for investment. 

Svecuiative operations in this city experi- 
anced a lull during the week. It was feared that 
the price of wheat had been carried higher 
than was warranted by the facts, and other 
produce sympathized in the resulting dull- 
ness, especially as the recent failures tended 
to make men more conservative; but Satur- 
day brought a renewal of strength in the 
wheat pit. Mercantile businéss continues 
good, but the volume of trade in the leading 
lines is no larger than a week ago, and in 
some it is slightly less. There are not so 
many dry goods men working far into the 
night in filling orders from the country, but 
all are doing a satisfactory day trade. The 
same is true of boots and shoes and other de- 
partments which handle goods ‘that are dis- 
tinctively winter in their character. Gro- 
ceries are described by some as active and 
by others as rather slow for the season. In 
sugars and some other articles affected by 
the tariff there is a disposition to carry light 
stocks til the result of the election is known, 
and the distributive demand for coffee is re- 
stricted by an expectation of lower prices. 
The lead market is demoralized for the time 
being by the Corwith suspension, while coal 
and iron are quiet.

Shorthand Report of the Conference Be- 
tween the Mayor, Mr. Yerkes, and the 
Committee from the Men at the Time 
the Settlement Was Reached—Thé Talk 
That Led Up te the Signing of a Docu- 
ment—Proposals Made. 


A verbatim report of the conference held 


at the office of the North Chicago Street-Car 
Company Sunday week, and at which the 
strike of the North Side men was settled by 
the intervention of Mayor Roche, has been 
furnished the press. The following are the 


most important passages of this report, which 
substantiates all that has been said in refer- 
ence thereto in these columns: 

The Mayor—Then we understand each 
other. The men want an increase of wages, 
and it shall be by percentage and determined 
by an arbitrator, a disinterested man, and 
he shali be agreed upon by both parties. 

Mr. Yerkes—After the amount of the in- 
crease has been agreed upon by the men and 
myself. 

Tne Mayor—After the amount ef the per- 
centage has been agreed upon between the 
two parties. Is that right? 

Several of the men—That is correct.

CLEVELAND WILL BE THERE. 


The President Will Attempt to Reconcile 
the New York Democrats. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 20.—The President 
has reconsidered his determination to speak 
in New York. He will consent to appear the 
date of the parade and review the Demo- 
cratic procession. He still declines to write 
that letter indorsing Gov. Hill, and the 
friends of Hill are furious. He now con- 
sents, however, to stand on tke same plat 
form with any New York Democrat who 
may be present at the review of the busi- 
ness-men’s This gracious considera- 
tior includes Hill and Hewitt, and it also in- 
ciudes Grant, the Tammany candidate for 
Mayor, and the mugwumps, too. It was at 
first announced last night that the President 
would make a speech on the tariff and 
other political topics, but on second thought 
he has desided not to do so. A mild ef- 
fort was deemed most prudent, for tne rea- 
son it would be least likely to offend some of 
the warring factions. To satisfy Hill's 
friends without corona | the mugwumps 
has been the problem. Cleveland now 
believes, it is said, that by merely occupying 
the same stand with the Governor in review- 
ing the parade and in public to take Mr. 
Hill's hand will be a sufficient inaorsement. 
The mugwumps, it is argued, cannot be of- 
fended, and thus a Democratic victory for 
both the State and Nationai ticket is sure. 
This revision of the program of course does 
away with the necessity of a speech, and 
thus the tariff researches of Dan and the 
President all go for naught.

TENNESSEE REPUBLICANS, 


Splendid Campaign Work Being Doane by 
Hawkios and dis Organizers. 
CRHATTANOOOGA, Tenn., Oct. 20.—Gov. Taylor 
and Sam W. Hawkins, candidates for Gov- 
ernor, were to have held a joint discussion at 
Chattanooga tonight. They both arrived in 
the city this morning, but only Gov. Taylor 
spoke this evening. The membersof the 
Democratic Committee were afraid to have 
their hosts come out in procession tonight on 
account of the thorough organization ot the 
Republicans, and at 2 o’clock paraded the 
streets. There were about 1,000 men im line. 
On arriving at the court-house grounds Gov. 
Taylor addressed a crowd of about 3,000 peo- 
ple. He spoke from a stand which had been 
decorated with. red bandanas, but not a 
single American flag was to de 
seen about the platform. The speech 
of the Governor was confined exciu- 
sively to the abuse of the New Gots rig party 
for standing * firmly and boldly for the 
system. Tonight the Re- 
ublicans are being addressed by the Hon. 
am Hawkins. Just before the speaking a 
torchlighy procession, numbering 3,000 men, 
paraded the streets. The dispiay of fire- 
works exceeded anything ever seen in this 
city, and the parade would have done credit 
toacity of 100,000 inhabitants. The Demo- 
crate are sick over the success of the Repub- 
lican demonstration. Nothing in the history 
of the city has ever equaled it. Mr. Hawkins 
was cheered all ‘along the line. There were 
at least 20,000 people on the streets to wit- 
ness the parade. On arriving at the court- 
house grounds 10,000 people were waiting to 
hear the Republican candidate for Governor. 
His speech was an able presentation of the 
Republican doctrines, and created much en- 
thusiasm.

A Baltimore Presbyterian Minister Sharp- 
ly Criticises His Recent Letter. 
Some weeks ago the Rev. Herrick Johnson 
of this city wrote a letter wherein he said 
that it was his deliberate intention to vote 


for Fisk and Thank God” Brooks, the un-

C. Breckinridge, does not hold the political 
views he did, He has sent Tue TRIBUNE the 
following communication in which he makes 
short work of the Chicago Prohibitionist and 
323 out conclusively that there are vital 
ssues dividing the parties, and that an intel- 
ligent man can do something better with his 
vote than throw it away on Gen. Fiske and 
his Rebei running mate: 

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 19.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.}—It is published in the Baltimore Sun, a 
Southern Democratic paper, as a paid advertise- 
ment, that the Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson of Chi- 
cago assigns two reasons for continuing to su 
port the Prohibition ticket. These are, for su 
stance: (1) That there is no substantial differ- 
ence between the two pulitical parties. ( That 
American voters shall consolidate on the Prohi- 
bition ticket to illustrate a moral idea.“ 

The writer is a voter and also a minister. But 
I can see reasons that would make every prac- 
tical temperance man conclude that impractica- 
ble and arbitrary legislation is un-American; 
and, therefore, discard the advice of Dr. John- 
son, the apostie of the new doctrine, that a po- 
litical party is now to be the organized power of 
righteous American voters through which moral 
ideas are to be promulgated. Southern patriots 
can see a sensible way of voting, and thatis to 
vote for the men who represent the Republican 
or Historic Patriot party. 

Dr. Johnson knows—as be is old enough to go 
back to that period—that in 1860 the uthern 
free trade and rebeilious Southern Democracy 
withdrew from the Douglas or war Democracy 
and nominated as their leader John C. Breckin- 
ridge, and that that said Breckinridge Democracy 
organized the armed rebellion to destroy the 
Nation. He knows that after they were defeated 
by arms on that line the same Southern Democ- 
racy set out under their old leaders by a political 
organization to destroy the protective or finan- 
cial system of the country. This was but an 
other method to accomplish the prostration of 
the country after they had tailed to do it by 
armed rebellion. The great Repubiican or patri- 
otic National measure to provide for our 
National debts and to protect American 
industries and labor has been the bulwark on 
which the Southern Democracy has concentrat- 
ed its political batteries for years.
